7 Property Article of the Annotated Code of Maryland.

8 B. The County Commissioners may impose atransfer tax on an instrument of

9 writing:

10 (1) Recorded with the Clerk of the Circuit Court for S. Mary's County; or
11 (2 Filed with the State Department of Assessments and Taxation.

12 C. A transfer tax under this section:

31 E. Before the county imposes atransfer tax under this section, the County
32 Commissioners shall hold a public hearing that:

2 circulation in the county at least ten (10) days before the hearing; and

3 2 May not be part of the annual budget hearing.

4 F. The authority granted to impose atransfer tax under this section shall

5 terminate and be of no effect after [July 1, 2005] JULY 1, 2010.
